New Orleans DA Sees 
Proof For Conspiracy 



ArrestsAre 
'Months Away 
Garrison Says 

_NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) - 
Dist. Atty. Jim Garrison 'said 
Monday he' is quite confident he 
can prove there was a conspira- 
cy behind the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. But 
Garrison said arrests “are most 
certainly months away.” 

The district attorney of Or- 
leans Parish (county), appear- 
ing at a crowded news confer- 
ence, reiterated that his inves- 
tigation into the assassination 
has made progress. He began 
his probe last October. 

“There is no question there 
will bel arrests, charges and 
convictions,” he said. But he 
said premature disclosure of the 
probe by New Orleans newspa- 
pers has seriously hampered 
the investigation. 

“After this, I am not going to 
give out interviews,” Ik said. 
“We don’t want publicity.” 
Garrison said arrests of those 
he believes conspired to kill the 
late President “probably wew 
just a few weeks away until the 
disclosures by the local newspar 
pers. Now they are most cer- 
tainly months away.” 

Asked if he thought any for- 
eign county or any official was 
involved in the assassination, 
Garrison said, “No.” 

Tbe district attornqr, waving 
a long green cigar, said he ex- 
pects to obtain convictions for 
conspiring to kill Kennedy and 
for being accessories after the 
fact— that is, “having substan- 
tial knowledge and withholding 
information.” 

Emphasizing his displeasure 
with the two New Orleans news- 
papers, he barred their report- 
ers from the news conference, 



held at a local moiei. 

Garrison’s probe, first rqmrt- 
ed last Friday, has drawn 
worldwide attention. It has been 
received with both praise and 
skepticism. 

In Washington, Sen. Thomas 
J. Dodd, D-(ionn., called for 
Warren Commission to reopen 
its investigation of the assassi- 
nation to determine if Lee Har- 
vey Oswald had Communist 
conspirators. TTie conanission, 
in its report, named Oswald as 
the slayer and said it found no 
evidence df a plot. 

Dodd, a member of the Senate 
Internal Security sidicommittee, 
said be is impressed that Garri- 
son “feels confident enough to 
speak in such positive terms of 
his findings.” 

Garrison has said he has no 
intention of turning his informa- 
tion over to the Warren Com- 
mission or other federal agen- 
cies. He said he will sbovi the 
conspiracy was plotted in New 
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(ftiraie uBiecuve to nanoie tne 
investigation. “We have made 
progress. Arrests will be made 
and convictions will be ob- 
tained.” 
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
